they were eminently successful. 


The reinforcement of General Shatter 


actually began Wednesday in the de- 
parture of a regiment and a battalion 
of the troops at Camp Alger for San- 
tiago. They go to Newport News and 
then by steamer direct to Santiago. 


Formal orders were issued placing 


General Guy V. Henry in charge of the 
new division of troops composed of

division.

Tampa wilTbe attached also, in -which 
case they will be dispatched in separate 
transports. 


General Henry is one of the most 


noted cavalry leaders in the army; pos- 
sibly in the world. 


With the beginning of the military 


movement, the navy will draw close in 
shore to pound away at the forts at 
the entrance and to draw the cordon of 
warships so closely around the mouth 
as to make it impossible for Cervera's

If 
the independence of the Philippines 
proves a failure, the islands perhaps 
might be sold, preferably

Britain. Porto Rico might be perman- 
ently retained owing to its proximity 
to the United States and its strategic 
value. . 


New Revenue Cutter. 


Cleveland, June 23.—The new United 


States revenue cutter Algonquin left 
the Globe shipyards bound for Ogdens- 
burg, where she will be cut in two and 
taken through the canals to the Atlan- 
tic coast. A number of navy depart- 
ment officials and representatives of 
the Globe Iron company were on board 
the new' vessel when she departed. 
Chief Engineer John Dally said that 
he expects great results from the cutter 
in point of speed.

Washington, June 23.—Major Gener- 


al Miles has received a cipher message 
from Captain Allen, chief signal officer 
in Cuba, saying that the landing of the 
troops had actually begun when the 
dispatch was sent.
